Arquette’s film breakthrough 
came in 1985 with the release of 
Susan Siedelman’s film Desper- 
ately Seeking Susan, in which 
Arquette played opposite 
Madonna. While the film’s suc- 
cess was gratifying, it did lead to 


further stereotyping. “People 
tend to think of me as this 
kooky kind of actress,” she says 
forthrightly. “I’m attracted to 
characters who are different. If 
the materials aren’t there, or it 
(the film) is not saying some- 
thing I believe in, I'd rather be 
on unemployment. 

"| always wanted to act," 
Arquette continues. (She's the 
granddaughter of Cliff Arquette, 
TV's popular "Charlie Weaver" 
character.) “I used to put on 
records of West Side Story when 
I was four and act out "There's a 
Place for Us' with my dolls. I was 
a weird kid."

What is the strange symbol 
that appears on Walt 
Disney’s tie in so many 
photographs?

The emblem is a stylized STR, 
which stands for Smoke Tree 
Ranch. Walt Disney had a vaca- 
tion home at the ranch, located 
in Palm Springs, California.

Warburton, a film editor at 
The Walt Disney Studios for 
22 years (after spending 19 
years with MGM), was indeed 
the well-known football star. 
He went to the University of 
Southern California in 1931. 
During his years there 
Warburton became an all- 
American quarterback. He led 
the USC Trojans during a 
27-game winning streak, which 
remained a school record until 
1980. Besides his many foot- 
ball awards, Warburton also 
won an Academy Award for his 
editing of Mary Poppins. 


If I bought Disney stock 
when it was first issued, 
how much would it be 
worth today?

Disney stock was first listed 
on the New York Stock Ex- 
change in 1957. On the day of 
its initial listing, a hundred 
shares would have cost you 
$1,487.50. If you had held those 
shares until today, with all of the 
stock dividends and stock splits, 


you would now have 5,036 
shares, worth around $300,000. 


For what did Walt Disney 
win his first Academy 
Award?

Walt Disney actually received 
two awards at the Academy 
Awards banquet on November 
18, 1932, held at the Am- 
bassador Hotel in Los Angeles. 
One award was for Flowers and 
Trees as Best Cartoon, 1932 be- 
ing the first year there was such 


a category; the second was a 
special Oscar given for the cre- 
ation of Mickey Mouse. The 
award came exactly four years 
to the day after Mickey’s debut 
in Steamboat Willie at the 
Colony Theater in New York.

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——— Children's friendships aren't 


always easy

The following article is the third 
in a four-part series on early 
friendships. This piece looks at 
the challenges and difficulties of 
friendship for elementary school- 
age children. 


F riendship for the young 
school-age child is a study in 
contrasts. Between the ages of 6 
and 12 years old, children learn 
to deal with other people, class- 
mates, teachers, soccer coaches 
—but not without difficulty. 
They also spend more time away 
from home, even staying over- 
night at friends’ houses. Young- 
sters this age sometimes feel 
grown up and independent; at 
other times they need the com- 
fort of home and the familiar. 
Relationships with friends thus 
present complex challenges. 

In elementary school, chil- 
dren start comparing themselves 
with others. They may often feel 
pain or pressure, as they sense 
they have a friend who is 
smarter, or better at baseball, or 
a more polished musician. 


Youngsters also discover that 
some children have material 
possessions and opportunities 
that they themselves don’t have: 
computers, toys, bikes, or the 
chance to go to camp. (These dif- 
ferences are the hardest of all for 
some parents to accept.) 

Children face the difficult pro- 
cess of learning how to deal with 
differences, and how to handle 
competition and jealousy. What 
follows are a few helpful points 
from Laurie Tucker, a Los 
Angeles-based child psychologist, 
on how parents can help their 
children to be comfortable with 
these new experiences. 

“This is an ideal time to help 
children understand, and learn 
to value, the differences between 
people,” says Tucker. “If a child 
is jealous of a friend’s financial 
resources, it’s a good opportu- 
nity for a parent to point out 
simply that some people have 
more, and others have less. 
Parents can also explain that 
what you have is sometimes just 
a reflection of how you choose to 
spend your money." 

Tucker also suggests that 
when a child's friend visits, the 
parent can help structure ac- 
tivities that don't highlight one 
child's unique skills. For 
example, if a child has an ex- 
tremely bright friend, Tucker 
suggests encouraging the 
children to play something like 
Pictionary9 rather than Trivial 
Pursuit? And up against the 
school's star athlete, Ping-Pong 
might be a better game than 
basketball. 

For a child, going to a friend's 
house or inviting a friend to his 
house can be exciting and fun. 
It can also be difficult. Tucker 
points out that the elementary

One seventh grade boy told me: 
“I should be better now at 
reading words and understand- 
ing what they mean. I get in

trouble on that, and then I mess 
up my whole day.

Nothing is more destructive to 
a child's achievement in reading 
than the conviction that he or 
she can't learn. Children who 
come to believe they are 
"retards" soon stop trying. The 
results are simply not worth the 
effort and the pain. Individu- 
alized programs and sensitive 
teachers can do much for the 
dyslexic child, but until that 
child has faith in his or her 
ability to succeed, achievement 
will be limited. 

It is here, in the realm of the 
emotions, that a learning- 
disabled child's parents can 
make an enormous difference. 

If you are a parent of a learning- 
disabled child, you can play a 
crucial role in helping your child 
overcome the emotional blocks 
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sleepovers. In other cases, a 
parent can talk with the child 
about his problem and how to 
best work it out. For a child who 
is allergic to certain foods, a 
parent can write a list of what's 
OK and what isn't, for example, 
or pack up a bag dinner or 
breakfast for him to take along. 
À child with asthma should bring 
along any necessary medication, 
of course, and the parent 
should be on call that 
night, just in case. 

Tucker believes par- 
ents should establish a 
"no secrets" policy with 
their children, encour- 
aging them to discuss 
openly their experiences 
when they are away. 
Tucker also suggests that 
parents plan to stay home and be 
available during those first sleep- 
over nights. True to the school-age 
child, he may leave home ca- 
pable, carefree, and excited, but 
end up calling home at 2:00 a.m., 
longing for his own bed.

Third, make learning to read 
desirable. Have plenty of chil- 
dren's books at home—stories, 
how-to books, nature books, 
cookbooks, and anything else 
that might pique the child's 
interest. Read aloud regularly. 

Fourth, help your child to ex- 
perience success. Help him or 
her assess personal interests and 
skills and find outlets for them. 
Encourage the child to engage 
on a daily basis in activities that 
give satisfaction. 

In the words of Carl Rogers, 
world-renowned psychologist, 
"Each day of success is a day of 
healing." But to find success, 
learning-disabled children des- 
perately need their parents' help.

LADY AND THE TRAMP 


A DOG'S -EYE 


By Frank Thompson 


hey appeared in only one film together. But Lady, a demure young 

cocker spaniel, and the Tramp, a devil-may-care rascal of a mutt, are 
as memorable a pair of cinematic lovers as Tracy and Hepburn or Astaire 
and Rogers. Their moonlit spaghetti supper, eaten to the tune of the 
lyrical “Bella Notte,” is one of the movie’s most romantic moments. It 
might not have been. If produced when Walt Disney first came up with 
the idea, the film might simply have been called Lady. 

Lady and the Tramp first delighted moviegoers in 1955. It promises to 
work its magic again in its world television premiere on The Disney 
Channel on Saturday, May 7 at 7:00 p.m. (Eastern/Pacific time). Its 
origins, though, go much further back. One night in 1925, after forgetting 
a dinner engagement, Walt brought a cocker spaniel puppy home to his 
wife as a peace offering. Walt's gift came in a hat box—which is just how 
the cinematic Lady is presented by Jim Dear to his wife Darling. About 
10 years later, searching for new characters to bring to the screen, Disney

thought back to that peace offering—and Lady was born. 

But Lady, having appeared, stubbornly refused to come to life. ^We 
discovered during our preliminary conferences that we had only half the 
story we wanted," Disney said at the time of the original theatrical 
release. No matter what crises the storymen came up with, the "prim, 
well-bred and house-sheltered little Lady" seemed unable to effectively 
meet them. Clearly Lady would need a more complex personality. Or a 
companion who was as rugged and streetwise as Lady was sweet and 
cuddly. 

The project simmered for nearly two decades. Such a long gestation 
period was not unusual for an animated feature film. Peter Pan, for in- 
stance, took nearly 15 years to reach the screen. Animator Frank 
Thomas explains, "It was like making fire with friction. When you finally 
get that spark in your tinder, why you'd blow on it and nurture it and if 
it came to life, then it'd go into production." 

Lady's spark ignited when Disney read a short story by Ward Greene, 
Happy Dan, the Whistling Dog. Happy Dan, Disney felt, might be the 
perfect mate for Lady; his raffish humor and adventurous spirit were the 
perfect counterparts to her gentle nature. Greene was contacted and 
"knew in a minute what ailed our Lady," Disney said. "So we conferred 
and exchanged doggish anecdotes and family experiences involving our 
own pets. It wasn't long before Ward had whistled up the Tramp and it 
didn't take much urging to incite Ward to write a book about their amaz- 
ing adventures, upon which we based our picture." 

For all the time it took to arrive, the story was simplicity itself. The 
pampered Lady is given a taste of the collarless life by Tramp, a 
friendly, free-spirited mutt. When her owners have a baby, Lady feels 
jealous and ignored. Through a series of adventures, including a run-in 
with two Siamese cats and a fight with a savage rat, Lady and the Tramp 
find happiness through a family of their own. 

Of course, working directly with the author was a definite plus. “We 
were free to develop the story as we saw fit," Disney said, ^which is not 
the case when you work on a classic. Then you must adhere rigidly to

the sequences which are familiar to your audience. Here, as the 
characters came to life and the scenes took shape, we were able to alter, 
embellish, eliminate and change to improve the material." 

No sooner had production begun than a mini-revolution hit 
Hollywood in the form of a new format called CinemaScope. This 
widescreen process delivered a picture twice as wide as conventional 
movie screens. Disney, nearly obsessed with any innovation, decided to 
make Lady and the Tramp the first animated feature in CinemaScope. 
To get his artists used to the new format, he produced a short, Toot, 
Whistle, Plunk and Boom. It won the Academy Award for 1953. 
Clearly, when it came to the new wide screen, the Disney animators 
knew what they were doing. 

The animators, however, concerned themselves less with the shape of 
the screen than with the personalities of their characters. The first step 
came in finding appropriate voices, such as Barbara Luddy and Larry 
Roberts in the title roles, and Verna Felton, Alan (‘Fred Flintstone”) 
Reed, Bill Thompson and Stan Freberg as supporting characters. The 
major vocal contribution came from singer Peggy Lee who acted and 
sang four different characters: The two sinister Siamese cats; Lady's 
owner, Darling; and Peg, a sexy ex-showgirl Pekingese. 

With such an inspiring soundtrack to work with, the animators set to 
work studying dogs of every shape, size and breed. The goal was to 
make the animated canines as believable as possible. “Not quite realistic, 
because Walt never wanted realism,” says Frank Thomas. “He wanted 
believability, with a touch of fantasy.” 

Blondie, a cocker spaniel owned by animator Hamilton Luske, was 
the perfect model for Lady but Tramp, the cocky nonconformist, didn’t 
come so easily to the screen. Frank Thomas remembers endless debate 
about Tramp’s personality. “One guy would say, ‘Well, he’s kind of an 
Airedale. A grizzled guy with hard fur on his face. He’s been around, 
been in lots of fights.’ Another guy says, ‘Oh no. He’s more a smaller ter- 
rier. A saucy little guy, not belligerent.”

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HENRY FONDA‘S 


e had hoped to become 
a journalist when he at- 
tended the University of 


Minnesota. It was not to be: drop- 
ping out of college, Henry Fonda 
returned to Omaha, Nebraska, 
looking for work. A family friend, 
one Dorothy Brando (who then 
had a one-yearold son named 
Marlon), suggested he go on a job 
interview—never telling Fonda 
that the interview was with the 
manager of a small theater. 
Though he was later to claim that 
he then was too shy and self- 
conscious to be an actor, that inter- 
view led to a 55-year career that 
spanned the Broadway stage, 
motion pictures, and television. In- 
deed the very qualities of shyness 
and self-consciousness—coupled 
with reserve, humor, and 
modesty—made Fonda an actor of 
the first rank. 

Beginning Monday, May 2, The 
Best of Hollywood presents a 
special film tribute, Henry Fonda’s 
America. On five consecutive 
Monday evenings at 9:00 p.m., 
The Disney Channel presents a 
selection of Fonda’s greatest roles. 
The films include four movies 
directed by John Ford, three of 
which established Fonda's status as the quint- 
essential American hero. In anticipation of 
Henry Fonda's America, The Disney Channel's

Henry Fonda began acting on stage, and 
theater remained his first love.

The success of 
that play brought him to 20th Century Fox for 
the film version. From there Fonda's rise in

Between 1935 and 1942, when Fonda joined 
the U.S. Navy for wartime service (winning a 
Bronze Star), he appeared in 28 motion pic- 
tures, films that ranged from You Only Live 
Once, to Jesse James (he played brother 
Frank), Young Mr. Lincoln, The Grapes of 
Wrath (which. brought him his first Oscar 
nomination), and The Oxbow Incident. After 
the War, Fonda made but four films from 1946 
to 1948—and then returned to the stage for 
seven years. 

Fonda continued to appear in films during 
the late 505 and throughout the '60s, into the

"708. He was honored in 1978 with 
the American Film Institute's 
Lifetime Achievement Award, 
received a Presidential Medal of 
Freedom in 1979, and collected a 
special Academy Award in 1981 
that cited his lifelong contribution 
to the art of motion pictures. In 
1982, Fonda received the Academy 
Award as Best Actor for his role in 
On Golden Pond. It was his last 
film. In ill health, plagued by a 
heart ailment, Henry Fonda died 
a few short months later, on 
August 12, 1982. 

Fonda's legacy lives on in the 
motion pictures he made. The five 
following films, which compose 
Henry Fonda's America, illustrate 
his superb talents as an actor. 


Young Mr. Lincoln (1939) 


Ironically, when Fonda was first 
offered the role of Abraham 
Lincoln he declined. Even a screen 
test was of no avail. Fonda in his 
memoirs recalled that when he 
looked at the footage, he did re- 
semble Lincoln. But when Lincoln 
Spoke, he sounded like Fonda. The 
matter was settled by director John 
Ford, who testily reminded the 
actor that he was only playing a 
"jacklegged lawyer from Illinois." 

The film remains one of the finest ever made 
on Lincoln. Director Ford is intrigued with the 
potentiality of Lincoln, the interplay of 
awkward youth and naivete with the sterling 
qualities and capabilities the future president 
would display. The film is a series of episodes 
covering 10 years in the life of Lincoln, chron- 
icing his growth from backwoods storekeeper 
to respected Springfield lawyer. 

Fonda was the perfect choice for the part. His 
physical presence, his posture, hit the right 
tone of the gawky countryman, while his

natural delivery delineates the character's 
powers of thought and integrity. This is made 
clear from the very first glimpse of Lincoln. 
He is sitting on the porch of a log cabin, 
listening to a politician stumping for office. 
Lincoln follows with the declaration of his own 
candidacy. The speech is plain and unadorned. 
It is leavened by Fonda's self-conscious 
gestures, which display a rueful humor at the 
spectacle of Abe Lincoln running for office. The 
speech ends with a bow—a short bob that is at 
once respectful and self-mocking. Fonda 
establishes the character in one gesture. 


Drums Along the Mohawk (1939) 


Set during the Revolutionary War on the 
then-frontier of New York State’s Mohawk 
Valley, Drums Along the Mohawk was Fonda's 
second movie with John Ford. It was also 
Ford’s first color film. 

The film’s themes center on conflicts of all 
types. There are the yeoman farmers (perfectly 
embodied by Fonda’s Gil Martin) who desire 
freedom and the right to farm their own land. 
The counterpoint is provided by a ruthless 
Tory (John Carradine) and his Indian allies. 
Against this larger canvas there exists a conflict 
of personal values. Gil’s wife Lana (played by 
Claudette Colbert) is from the settled East. Her 
values are at odds with frontier life. Both Gil 
and his fellow farmers, as well as Lana, must be 
transformed—by war, sacrifice, death and 
birth—to emerge as true pioneers. 


The Story of 
Alexander Graham Bell (1939) 


The year 1939 was a banner one for Fonda. 
Its indicative of the fast pace of the old 
Hollywood studio system that he appeared in 
three films that year. (Interestingly enough, 
Lamar Trotti was the screenwriter for this film, 
as well as for Young Mr. Lincoln, and Drums 
Along the Mohawk.) But in terms of his 
position within 20th Century Fox, Fonda was 
the studio’s third leading male actor. The two 
actors taking precedence before him were Don 
Ameche and Tyrone Power. 

In The Story of Alexander Graham Bell, 
then, Fonda is the assistant, Thomas Watson, 
to Ameche’s Bell. But even in this supporting 
role, Fonda’s instincts and timing as an actor 
shine. His naturalism, both in his appearance 
and delivery of his lines, give him a screen 
presence that seems lacking in any sense of 
“acting.” Playing against Ameche and Loretta 
Young, Fonda more than holds his own. 


The Grapes of Wrath (1940) 


An admirer of author John Steinbeck, 
Fonda was eager for the role of Tom Joad in 
The Grapes of Wrath. To get the part, Fonda 
was forced to sign a seven-year contract with 
Darryl F. Zanuck. Their subsequent relation- 
ship was stormy—but The Grapes of Wrath 
also brought Fonda his greatest part. 


Not only did John 
Ford’s films celebrate 
the American spirit, but 
his distinct visual style 
marked him as one of 
the greatest of directors. 
He was a poet who 
worked in images on 
celluloid. When Orson 
Welles was asked who 
had inspired him as a 
director, he replied, 
“The old masters—by 
which I mean John 


John Ford.” 


O'Feeney in Cape 

Elizabeth, Maine, Ford was a first genera- 
tion American. When Ford failed to gain en- 
try to the Naval Academy, he worked 
himself West. In Hollywood he joined his 
brother, working as a propman, stuntman, 
and extra. Ford was inspired by D.W. 
Griffith, and by 1917 he was a director of 
silent films. But it was as a director of sound 
motion pictures— 'talkies—that Ford was to 
leave an enduring mark on American film.

Hollywood’s Old Master 


Ford, John Ford, and Poetic realism is the term 
often used to describe the 
Born Sean Aloysius style of a John Ford film. 


Though he is best re- 
membered for his West- 
erns, he was not a genre 
director. His films ranged 
from dramas (The In- 
forner) to comedy (1952's 
The Quiet Man) to bleak 
Westerns such as the late 
film The Searchers, which 
showcased John Wayne 
in one of his least. sym- 
pathetic—and best— 
screen roles. In his films, 
Ford liked to use a re- 
curring group of actors, 
such as Henry Fonda, 
John Wayne, and James 
Stewart. The camara- 
derie that resulted often allowed Ford to 
shoot a scene in just one take. 

In the course of his career, John Ford 
won six Oscars. But whether one is 
watching a comedy, a drama, or a Western, 
a John Ford film always bears the director's 
personal stamp. His sweeping poetic im- 
ages and his verve for telling stories 
through film mark him as a filmmaker for 
the ages. —M.S. 


As Tom Joad, Fonda is the quintessential 
“little guy,” pushed to anger and vengeance as 
he witnesses first the destruction of his “Okie” 
family’s farm, and then the disintegration of the 
family itself in the migrant labor camps of 
California. His performance is matched by Jane 
Darwell, “Ma Joad,” who becomes the family’s 
center as it is wrenched from the land and sent 
into exile. The film’s stunning duet between 
Tom and Ma Joad, in which he vows to con- 
tinue the struggle against injustice and 
oppression and she swears to the Okies’ power 
to endure and triumph, is one of the finest 
moments in American cinema. 

The Grapes of Wrath is an American master- 
work. The supporting cast, Gregg Toland’s 
cinematography, and Ford’s direction combine 
to create a moving tragedy. The plight of the 
“Okies” is anguishing as this traditional 
American family and its way of life vanish in 
the great Dust Bowl of Oklahoma and the pro- 
mised land of California—a false paradise. 


My Darling Clementine (1946) 


Fonda returned to the “John Ford stock 
company” for his first film after the War. It was 
an inspired choice. Though overlooked in 
1946—it marked a decline in Ford’s reputa- 
tion—My Darling Clementine is today 
regarded as one of Ford and Fonda’s finest. 

It is, to put it simply, a retelling of the feud 
between the Earps and the Clantons, 
culminating in the shootout at the O.K. Corral. 
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But this simple tale of good versus evil achieves 
mythic proportions. 

Fonda plays Wyatt Earp as a man apart. 
Civilized according to the times, he is also a 
former marshal, a steely-eyed man of action. 
Fonda and Ford emphasize both aspects of 
Earp's character. In his first meeting with Doc 
Holliday, Earp isn't carrying a gun—by grit 
alone he faces down Holliday's challenge. But 
when confronting the Clantons (led by Walter 
Brennan), he does not hesitate to act. 

Ford's masterful direction of the film is evi- 
dent in every shot. Monument Valley serves as 
a timeless backdrop for the action, while Ford 
manipulates light, camera angles, actors and 
the film's score to the fullest effect. Two stun- 
ning sequences are the shootout, with its gun- 
fire and clouds of dust, and the church dance, 
where Earp and Clementine Carter dance on 
an open floor beneath the endless sky.

"Ventriloquism is an illusion,” Ronn Lucas 
explains. "You can't really throw your voice. 
You can create a sound that seems far away, 
and our minds, which are trained at an early 
age to think that a faraway voice must mean 
somebody is far away, respond. It’s an illusion 
that tricks the mind. And of course, with ven- 
triloquism an audience has to feel that there 
are two separate characters on stage, not a ven- 
triloquist and his dummy." 

Lucas is an expert on the subject, but then he 
has been hailed as the finest ventriloquist of his 
generation.A slim, intense-looking young man, 
he came to national prominence as a cast 
member of the vaudeville musical Sugar 
Babies. In addition to numerous appearances 
on national television, Lucas has also per- 
formed before President and Mrs. Reagan, as 
well as Queen Elizabeth II. 

Now Ronn Lucas is the star—perhaps that 
should read one of the stars—of an original 
Disney Channel special, Who's in Charge 
Here?, which premieres Saturday, April 30 at 
1:00 p.m., Eastern/Pacific time.

And | always 
wanted a skill that other people couldn't do. 

“I started off with magic and segued into ven- 
triloquism by the time I was eight. It made a lot 
more sense. When you were getting a quarter a 
week allowance like I was, it wouldn't stretch 
very far. So instead of trying to buy magic tricks 
every week, if you spent the money and 
bought a dummy, you'd have just as much act 
for a one-shot expense." 

Thanks to his parents, Lucas did receive a 
dummy—“really a ventriloquist's doll, only the 
mouth moved"—as a birthday present. He 
modestly observes, “І couldn't really talk with- 
out moving my lips until I was 10, and couldn't

Driving home one night, storyman Erdman Penner saw the per- 
sonification of Tramp slipping into the bushes. He took note of the 
neighborhood and returned the next day to find the owner. А local kid 
told Penner, “Oh, that was an old stray. It's gone now. The dogcatcher 
probably got it." 

After frantic visits to several local dog pounds, Penner found the dog 
just hours before it might have been gone forever. It turned out to be a 
female, less than a year old. Still, her shaggy look was perfect and she 
was photographed for study by the animators. Afterwards, she was 
taken to the kennel which supplies animals for Disney's live-action 
films. Thomas recalls, "She lived out her life as the pet of the family 
that had all these Hollywood dogs. And she could hold her own with 
any of them." 

Two years—not to mention $4 million, 2 million drawings, 110,000 
full color frames and 700 gallons of paint—later, Lady and the Tramp 
was released. Like many of Disney's animated features, it was not an 
immediate critical success. But audiences adored it from the first. In the 
ensuing years Lady and the Tramp has taken its place among the most 
beloved of films. 

"It was rough to make,” says Frank Thomas. “Very rough. І couldn't 
bear to look at it for about a year because I was so deeply involved, | 
couldn't stand it. But then when I finally did see it I thought, ‘Hey, this 
is a pretty good picture.” W

The Fabulous Peggy Lee 


The oft-used phrase “multi-talented” is seldom so apt as when 
describing Peggy Lee. Best known for her distinctive and sultry 
way with a song, Lee is also an artist, a composer, a writer and 
an Academy Award-nominated actress. 

At least three of those talents were called upon when Lee 
joined forces with Walt Disney on Lady and the Tramp. “I was 
hired," she said, "primarily as a songwriter. We did little demos 
from which the artists could work. It came as a pleasant surprise 
when Walt asked me to sing and do the voices as well." 

Of the five songs Lee cowrote with Sonny Burke, she sings 
three—as four different characters—in the film: "Siamese Cat 
Song” (as both Siamese cats who love to torment Lady); the 
lyrical lullaby "La-La-Lu"; and the saucy "He's a Tramp.” 

But even this film, which showcases her composing, singing 
and acting, doesn’t tap her full potential. In 1955, the year that 
Lady and the Tramp was released, Peggy Lee received an Oscar 


nomination for her dramatic portrayal of a blues singer on the 
skids in Pete Kelly’s Blues. 

Her versatile talent continues to find new outlets, including 
an autobiographical Broadway play, Grammy Awards and a 
place in her native North Dakota's "Hall of Fame.” —FT.

Below is a Chinese phoenix lantern you can make at home. Here's what you need: 


16 squares of tissue paper Scissors 

(assorted colors if you like) glue stick & tape 

cardboard lightweight string 
construction paper a bowl (about 6” in diameter) 


І. stack the 16 squares in an even pile. Place the bowl on top of the pile and 
draw a circle. Keeping the sheets together, cut around the outlined circle. Cut a 
cardboard circle the same size. (This is the top of the lantern.) Take all of the 
tissue circles, fold them in half, and cut a semicircle out of the middle measuring 
half the size of the original circle. Unfold the circles. 


cut out shaded section 


2. Starting with the cardboard circle, put 5 dabs of glue equally spaced towards 
the outer edge of the circle. Put one of the tissue circles on top of the cardboard 
circle. Mark the 5 glue points with paper clips. On the tissue circle put 5 dabs of 
glue in between the paper clips. Add your second circle and move the clips to 
those glue points. Add the remaining circles in the same way, remembering each 
time to mark your glue points with the clips and then place the next dabs of glue 
in between the clips. Let the lantern dry for 10 minutes. 


3. Cut out a phoenix, a sun, and a circle the same size as the others from con- 
struction paper. Glue the cutout circle to the cardboard circle. Thread 2 feet of 
lightweight string through the cardboard. Leave 6 inches of string above the card- 
board circle. Tie a knot on the bottom of the circle so it doesn't slip through. 
Tape the sun and the phoenix to the other end of the string and let the lantern 
hang open.

do a distant, projected voice until after that." 

His talents did occasionally land him in 
trouble as he grew up—particularly in high 
school. “I had this senior English teacher who 
found out that I was a ventriloquist. How she 
found out, I don't recall. But I was taking a test 
one day. There was a dog just outside the win- 
dow, and it began barking. She thought it was 
me. ‘Mr. Lucas, will you please stop that im- 
mediately,’ she said. 

"| didn't know what was going on. Finally, 
she blew up. 'Mr. Lucas, you're going to the 
principal right now. Don't argue young тап.’ 
There I was оп one side of the classroom, going 
out the door, and there was the dog, still bark- 
ing after I left. She must have thought, ‘Darn, 
he's good! " 

Lucas is good—his command of his voice 
coupled with his immobile lips create the 
perfect ventriloquist's illusion. But even more 
interesting are Lucas's characters—his puppets 
like Buffalo Billy, Chuck Roast, a nihilistic punk 
rocker, and Scorch, a dragon that speaks in 
"valley talk." Indeed, while Lucas "reveres 
Edgar Bergen," his puppets in no way resem- 
ble the usual ventriloquist's "dummy." 

"The inspiration for the puppets came be- 
tween 1969 and 72,” Lucas explains. “Тһе big- 
gest thing happening was the emergence of the 
Muppets. I wanted a puppet that was similar. It 
needed to have very realistic movements. But 
the figure itself had to have a touch of the fan- 
tastic. It didn't need to look naturalistic. 

“Of course, back with my first dummy, I had 
discovered my alter ego," Lucas continues. 
"You can say things that normally you can't get 
away with, but coming from the mouth of a 
puppet they're funny. Later, as I studied acting 
in high school and college, I began to focus on 
character. I created biographies, little lives, for 
my puppets. I also had to create a character for 
myself on stage, which was hard. 

"That's the interesting thing about ventrilo- 
quism. During my act, there are two distinct 
characters on stage, and three separate con- 
sciousnesses. There's Buffalo Billy, for exam- 
ple, there's my character, and finally there's 
this person who is like a playwright, who has 
written these parts and is now watching them 
performed by two actors. It’s intriguing." 

Who's in Charge Here? is a delightful hour. It 
showcases the star-struck Buffalo Billy and his 
search for fame and fortune in Hollywood. It's 
also a lesson in the fine art of ventriloquism, in- 
cluding how to turn your hand into a simple 
ventriloquist's partner. And finally it provides a 
gallery of colorful, funny characters in a 
bravura and sly comedic performance. 

"That's the thing," Lucas concludes. "When 
you match all the body movements of the 
characters with their psychological p's and q's, 
they cease being puppets. They're alive. The 
highest praise is to finish a show and have 
someone tell me, as I’m carrying Billy, that we 
were wonderful." W
